Von Bernstorff Assails Work 
of Preparatory Disarmament 
Meet as Unfair to Germany

Within 48 hours after she urged 
her paramour on In a murderous 
attack on her husband, Mrs. Rose 
Pope, 30. today was sentenced to 
prison for 20 years. 
Phil Polster, 26. the paramour, 
who attacked her husband, John 
Pope, 38. a farmer, wtlh acid and 
a wooden mallet Saturday night, 
received a similar sentence. They 
pleaded guilty to a charge of as­ 
sault with intent to commit mur­ 
der. 
They planned to kill Pope so 
they might marry. 
Pope revived from 
the 
attack 
while the pair were seeking an au­ 
tomobile to carry him away, and 
escaped. 
He said his 
wife and 
Polster met him Saturday night as 
he entered his home near here. 
Polster threw acid in the farmer’s 
face and. as the blinded man stag­ 
gered into the yard, beat him with 
a wooden mallet until he dropped 
unconscious. 
Feigns Death. 
Tope partly regained conscious­ 
ness and heard his wife urging Poi­ 
nted to “give him one more to 
make sure.” 
Ho stimulated Heat ii 
but was struck again and left. for 
dead. 
While 
his 
wife 
and 
her 
companion hurried to get an auto­ 
mobile to haul away his body. Pope 
regained consciousness. 
He escap­ 
ed to a store a quarter of a mile 
djMen*. 
The attackers, returning 
ai.«r finding him 
gone. 
fled 
in 
fright. 
Pointer went home to Madison 
and Mrs. Pope told the sheriff's of­ 
fice that her husband was missing 
and that ’’something terrible must Merisi 
have 
happened." 
Officers 
f o u n d 1 
Pope and got his story. 
They a r ­ 
rested both parties to the attack 
and then the pair, confronted by 
the re\ived man, confessed. 
They were sentenced by Judge 
S. B. Schein in superior court. 
Loved N either. 
When the jurged asked Mrs. Pope 
if she loved P o’ster. she said "not 
much," but when the court inquir­ 
ed if s h e liked Polster better than 
her husband, s h e said she "liked 
them about the same." 
The couple at first pleaded not 
guilty, but 
changed their minds. 
Before tomorrow night 
both 
of 
them are expected to be in prison

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FEDERAL BOARD 
ACT EXPLAINED 


Leslie French Gives In­ 
teresting Address Be­ 
fore Rotary Club 


Tho effect of activities of the 
Federal Reserve Board upon the 
stock market, which has been the 
subject of nationwide publicity in 
recent weeks, was the subject of 
a highly 
interesting address de­ 
livered yesterday before the Esca­ 
naba Rotary club by Leslie French, 
cashier of the First National bank 
of this city. 
Mr. French sketched 
the makeup of the Federal Reserve 
system and then proceeded to ex­ 
plain in detail the scope and effect 
of the board’s activities.

Council? 
The 
Federal 
Advisory 
Council is composed of one mem­ 
ber from each Federal Reserve dis­ 
trict, chosen annually by the board 
of directors of the Federal Reserve 
bank of the district. 
The purpose 
of the council is to give the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board and the Fed­ 
eral Reserve banks the benefit of 
the counsel and advice of men out­ 
side the active operations of the 
system. 
“How’ is a Federal Reserve bank 
managed? 
Each Federal Reserve 
bank is managed by a board of nine 
directors, six elected by the mem­ 
ber banks and three appointed by 
the Federal Reserve 
Board, 
for 
terms of three years. 
Three of the 
elected directors 
are 
representa­ 
tives of the stock holding banks 
and usually are 
bankers, 
called 
Class A directors; three must be 
businessmen, actively engaged in 
their distric t in commerce, agricul­ 
ture or some other industrial pur­ 
suit, ca’led Class B directors; the 
appointed directors are called Class 
C directors and the Federal Re- 


Mr. French said in part; “There 
is no question but that the total of 
stock market loans are at the pres­ 
ent time at a very 
high 
figure, 
something near five and one-half 
billions of dollars, almost one-third 
of tho total national debt. 
To get 
a picture of the methods by which 
the Federal Reserve Board is try­ 
ing to control the situation, per­ 
haps it will be of interest to know 
the method provided in the Federal 
reserve act for the governing of the 
Federal Reserve hanks, and as this 
has been very concisely stated by 
experts, I will read it from tile 
official pamphlet. 
“What iB the Federal 
Reserve 
Board and how is it constituted? 
It is the governing body of the 
Federal Reserve system and con­ 
sists of eight members, 
six 
of 
whom are appointed by tho presi­ 
dent, by and with the advice and 
consent of tin* senate and two, the 
secretary of the treasury and the 
comptroller of the currency, are 
members ex-officio. 
Of the six ap­ 
pointed members, two must be ox- 
perienced in 
banking or finance, 
not more than c ne shall he* selected 
-from any one Federal Reserve dis­ 
trict and In making the selections 
the president shall have due regard 
to a fair representation of the dif­ 
ferent commercial, industrial, agri­ 
cultural and geographical divisions 
of the country. 
Th** six appointed 
members hold office for a period of 
ten years, one member being ap- 


Part of Government. 
“You will see from this setup 
that the Federal Reserve Board is 
a creature of the United States 
government, and that the secretary 
of the treasury and the comptroller 
of the currency are probably domi­ 
nant figures in this organization. 
The law- provides 
exactly 
what 
paper shall be eligible for redis­ 
count at the Federal Reserve bank. 
“On tlvs point the Official Bulle­ 
tin says: 
Notes, drafts and bills 
of exchange, arising out of actual 
commercial transactions, or season­ 
al agricultural or livestock require­

There ar-* certain definite provi­ 
sions in the law as to what a mem­ 
ber bank may borrow for. 
In this 
pamphlet it is stated that no mem­ 
ber hank may borrow from, or re­ 
discount with its Federal Reserve 
bank for the sole purpose of re­ 
loaning tile money at a profit. For 
instance, the Federal Reserve rate 
in this ninth district is at the pres­ 
ent time V/'i per cent, but it would 
lie manifestly unfair and destruc­ 
tive to allow hanks to borrow un­ 
restrictedly and use the money to 
reloan at the very high call rates 
in the present stock market. 
The 
difficulty arises from the fact that 
it is almost impossible to tell for 
what purpose a bank is borrowing 
; from or rediscounted with the Fed­ 
eral Reserve hank of its district. 
The comptroller of the currency, 
however, through his authority can 
require a 
hank to glvo him the 
amount of its collateral loans, the 
amount of its stock market louns, 


are supposed not to discriminate 
between applicants for loans and 
rediscounts, 
it 
is 
comparatively 
simple for them to bar the borrow­ 
ing of banks who are well known 
offenders in the respect of using 
the Federal Reserve bank for the 
purpose of making profit. 
Bulwark in Stress. 
“The great reason for the organi­ 
zation and existence of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve banks is that they 
shall at all times have ample re­ 
serves to accommodate commerc e, 
agriculture and industry in time of 
stress, 
releasing 
the 
life-giving 
blood of credit when and where it 
is needed. 
The Federal Reserve 
bank is not a profit-making Insti­ 
tution and never was intended as 
such 
It is limited by law to pay­ 
ing six per cent dividends on the 
actual amount of stock subscribed 
by its members, this subscription 
being obligatory. 
It is prohibited 
by law from paying Interest on de­ 
posits, 
its 
member 
banks 
are 
obliged by law to keep seven per 
cent of their demand deposits, and 
three per cent of their time de­ 
posits as a reserve with the Fed­ 
eral Reserve bank and these de­ 
posits supply the funds with which 
the bank helps various localities 
in its district when they require 
assistance. 
I think with this pic­ 
ture, one can readily see that the 
policy of the United States Treas­ 
ury is very likely to dominate the 
policy of the Federal Reserve Sys­ 
tem. 
U. S. Money Power. 
“The United States since the war 
has become a world money power 
and in cist take into consideration 
in any large financial policy the 
effect which it will have on world 
money 
conditions. 
For 
instance, 
European belligerents have had a 
mihgty struggle to get their cur­ 
rencies back on a gold basis and 
their position 
in many cases is 
none too strong at 
the 
present 
time. 
Exorbitant official 
interest 
rates in the United States auto­ 
matically draw credit and eventu­ 
ally gold from all over the world. 
Some foreign treasuries undoubt­ 
edly are in great Tear that their 
gold holdings will thus be so de­ 
pleted that the*r currencies may 
lose their foundation and drop into 
the depreciated condition out of 
which they have been so recently 
rescued. 
I think these conditions 
without doubt account for the visit 
of Sir Montague Norman to the 
United States and I believe that 
the present comparatively low Fed­ 
eral Reserve discount rate Is a re­ 
sult at least as one factor, of the 
condition of the British treasury. 
Protects Other*. 
“You will readily understand that 
these foreign nations are our cus­ 
tomers and if they drop into the 
slough 
of 
depreciated 
currency 
their purchases from us are likely 
to be definitely curtailed. 
In com­ 
mon parlance, you cannot ruin or 
contribute to the ru‘n of your cus­ 
tomers without immediately Injur­ 
ing yourself. 
“There is another reason for the 
low Federal Reserve rates and that 
is that the U. S. Treasury borrows 
a very great amount of money and 
Its very able secretary likes to bor­ 
row at the very lowest possible 
Interest rate. 
If the Federal Re­ 
serve bank rate were raised, the 
U. S. Treasury would have to pay 
a higher interest rate than it now 
does. 
This is undoubtedly a factor 
In the lowness of the Federal Re­ 
serve rate in face of the very high 
stock market rate. 
Protects Commercial Rate. 
“We note that the Federal Re­ 
serve 
Board does not have any 
definite and strong power to halt 
money coming into the stock mar­ 
ket but by causing uncertainty as 
has been well Illustrated by the 
fear of each week's Thursday board 
meeting, by requesting the mem­ 
bers of the Federal Reserve Sys­ 
tem to refrain from placing call 
money in the call market and by 
discriminating against those banks 
which hold heavy stock market col­ 
lateral loans, the board has fairly 
well succeeded In keeping the com­ 
mercial rate at a fairly decent fig­ 
ure and making the stock market 
rate almost 
prohibitive 
which I 
think was the goal they had in 
mind when they started to agitate 
the curtailment of stock market 
louns by member banks. 
There is 
one other control which the Fed­ 
eral Bank may apply 
when 
too 
much money seems to be going into 
the stock market and that is to 
sell its holdings of U. S. bonds and 
treasury notes and to refrain from 
buying bankers’ acceptances in the 
open market. 
This automatically 
soaks up or withdraws from circu­ 
lation a vast amount 
of 
funds 
which otherwise might have gone

BBND ISSUES 
REQUIRE WORK 
BY SPONSORS 


Past experience In Schoolcraft 
county 
baa 
dem onstrated 
that 
when bond Issues for road im ­ 
provements come up for consider­ 
ation of the voters, the result is 
likely to be u failure unless the 
election is preceded 
by a syste­ 
matic campaign in which the facts 
uud figures of th e 
question are 
placed squarely before the people 
of the entire county. 
For example: at the April 4, 
1910 election a $50,000 bond is­ 
sue was before the voters, and at 
the same election the people voted 
on local option. 
This caused a 
very strenuous fight and the bond 
issue sank along with the local 
option 
issue. 
The 
politicians 
were all busy on the booze ques­ 
tion and nobody paid any a t te n ­ 
tion to the bond issue, with the 
result, th at it was defeated. 
Then came 1911, at which time 
it was proposed to issue a $90,000 
bond for road purposes. 
Nothing 
elso of importance being up at 
this election, and every township 
being thoroughly canvassed, the 
result was that it carried 934 to 
366, the outlying townships hav­ 
ing the largest majority, and the 
city boing 356 to 231. 
In 1915 a $75,000 
bond issue 
was up. 
There 
was not 
much 
work done among the voters. Hnd 
although it carried, it was by only 
a very small majority, 267. 
In 1921 a $50,000 bond issue 
was proposed, to 
build 
the Hia- 
watha-Shingleton and 
the 
river 
roads. 
Tile Automobile club and 
'he American Legion 
got busy, 
their story being 
that in 
1922 
thoro would bo a lot of unem ploy­ 
ment. and urged the bond issue 
to provide work to the mon of the 
county. 
The 
Automobile 
rlub 
carried tho voters to the polls in 
cars, and the Civic club spent a 
lot of time canvassing the county, 
with the result tha t 1013 voted 
yes, 2u7 no. 
Sim ilar Situation 
A similar situation 
now con­ 
fronts the county, 
with a special 
election ordered to vote on a $50,- 
000 bond 
i:»sue 
for building a 
road to industrial operations near 
Soul Choix. There is no oth er im­ 
portant issue up to fog the voters 
so that if everyone gets out and 
works for this there will be a big 
majority for 
it. 
If 
nothing is 
done some misinformed voters are 
liable to defeat the proposal, it 
is pointed out. 
The $90,000 
bond issue 
has 
been retired. 
The $75,000 bond issue is all 
retired except $10,000, which will 
be retired in 1930. 
The $50,000 bond issue has had 
$ 10.000 paid off, and the other 
$40,000 is duo 
in 
1931, 1932. 
1933 and 1931. 
This new proposed bond issue 
will just slip in to ta k e the place 
of the 
$75,000 th at peters out 
next year. 
It is now proposed to build a 
highway from C. S. 2 to the site; 
of the operations on the shore of i 
Lake Michigan, 
which 
will bel 
about 1600 feet west of the c o u n - 1 
tv line 
between Schoolcraft 
and 
Mackinac counties. 
The proposed 
or estimated rest is $60,000. 
To 
provide in part 
for this cost a 
bond issue 
of $50,000 is 
s u g ­ 
gested. th e bonds to lie retired at 
the rate 
of $10,000 
per year. 
1932 to 1936 inclusive. 
Adding 
to the estimated cost of $60.OOO, 
interest on the 
bonds, assuming 
the rate to be 6 per cent, would 
m ake a total of $7 2,000 to be paid

in the assessed valuation of the 
county, with tile result that while 
the county levy will lie increased 
annually nbout $ 1 2 ,0 0 0 , for a p e r - 1 
iod of six years, the actual taxi 
per $1,000, of valuation will be J 
less due to tho increased valua­ 
tion. 
Approximately it will work 
out that In the six year period a 
property owner assessed at $1,- 
000. would pay 
an average of 
$1.23 per year to the cost of the 
road for 
a period of 
six years. 
This am ount 
would soon 
gain 
back after the als years In r e ­ 
duced taxes 
due to 
Increased 
valuation

Assuming that the new plant

county, and will attract hundreds 
of new residents, voters can get 
out their pencil 
and paper and 
draw their own conclusions, which 
are certain th en to be in favor of 
the bond issue, w heth er they live 
In Seul 
Choix, 
Manistique 
or 
Steuben. 
Following is an extract from 
the minutes of the recent meeting 
of th e hoard of supervisors which 
gives the resolution passed u n an i­ 
mously, authorizing th e construc­ 
tion of the new road. 
RESOLUTION 
The following 
resolution was 
offered by 
W. G. Stephens 
who 
moved its adoption: 
W H E R E A S the Inland Lime and 
Stone company 
has acquired 
a 
large acreage of limestone lands 
In th e Southeast portion of th e

F ather Mockler received a letter 
from F ather Coveyou on March 24, 
in which he stated that he liked 
his new surroundings and that he 
was not having much difficulty in 
learning the language of the Chi­ 
nese people. 
He made no mention 
that there was any danger from 
attacks of bandits. 
F ath er Coveyou, who was a mem­ 
ber of the Passionist order, visited 
F a th e r Mockler when he was pas­ 
to r at Iron Mountain seven years 
ago. 
Before going to Iron Moun­ 
tain in 1919, Father Mockler held 
a pastorate In St. Ignace for 19 
years where he formed an aequa'nt- 
anceship with the missionary’, then 
only a boy attending grade school. 
F ath er Coveyou was born and 
reared on a farm about eight miles 
from Petoskey. His aunt served as 
a housekeeper for F ather Mockler. 
and the boy came to St. Ignace to 
attend school, making his home 
w ith F ath er Mockler. 
It was through the Escanaba p as­ 
to r ’s influence th at he decided to 
en te r the priesthood. F ath e r Cove­ 
you arrived a t Shenchosrfu, Hunan. 
China, on November 19, 1928. 
For 
yeara, he had wanted to do m is­ 
sionary work in th a t country.
